This is about $100 per 
acre. We understand from Mr. Evans 
that it has cost about $25 per acre, per 
year, for water, care and cultivation, 
leaving $75 net per acre. This price was 
based somewhat upon the yield the past 
two years, which has been ^something 
over 8,000. boxes. 
The crop this year is very fine in quan­ 
tity and quality aud at least from 25 to 
50 per cent, larger than before. Mr. 
Evans says that after examining his 
vineyards thoroughly, and finding the 
buyers were paying $17.50 per ton for 
small ranches, and wishing to avoid the 
trouble and annoyance attending the 
picking, curing and packing, he made 
up his mind that 
he 
would 
sell 
his 
crop 
for 
$10,000, 
and 
if 
no purchaser took him at this price be 
would sell at the best offer per ton on 
the vine. 
He submitted this proposal to 
the several buyers and received bids at 
from $18 to $20 per ton on vines. 
Boyd 
& De Vine closed at the above price for 
the lot. 
Thus it will be seen that experience 
gives a criterion for estimates of produc­ 
tion so as to bring buyer and producer 
together. 
Mr. Evans says that the fruit 
m erchant should handle the grapes from 
the time they are picked, so as to insure 
proper curing, assorting and packing. 
There íb quite a quantity of land yet in 
Riverside which can be purchased at 
$250 per acre, with the best water-right 
in Southern California, which in five 
years can be made to produce equal to 
this deal of Mr. Evans. H ere is a pointer 
for some of oar eastern farmers to look 
into.—-[Riverside Press.

HON. G. R. B . HAYBS’ SPEECH . 


F e l l o w C it i z e n s : We are m et to-night 
to actively inaugurate that 
struggle 
which every fourth year is renewed in 
our country and causes the hearts of all 
patriotic citizens to puleate with fear, 
not simply that this or that m an shall for 
the next four years occupy the position 
of Chief Executive over these States, but 
conceding, as I am free to do, that the 
candidates are honest men and respect­ 
able citizens, the question which of them 
shall receive the vote and support of 
their fellow citizens is to be determined 
by a consideration of the principles of 
which he stands the accredited repre­ 
sentative. 
I congratulate you, my fellow 
citizens, on this condition of affairs. I 
welcome a campaign which should be, 
and I trust will be, conducted on clean 
issues, in which slander, vituperation 
and campaign lies, directed against the 
individual in his personal capacity, Bhall 
find no place. I congratulate you th a t in 
the issue now presented to you there is 
no place for that dirty instrum ent of the 
demagogue and office seeker, the bloody 
shirt, w ith its appeal to the passions and 
its fanning of the dying, if not dead, em­ 
bers of diasention. The issues presented 
to os to-day concern the past, only as the 
past may serve as a guide for the future. 
More than any sentiment,however worthy 
or honorable,it appeals directly to the hus­ 
band and father, to the individual citi- 
sen, in as much as it directly involves bis 
E 
rsonal prosperity and the comfort of 
i home. It presents to us the question 
whether our people shall be a homo­ 
geneous whole or shall be divided into 
classes; w hether we shall have an aris­ 
tocracy of wealth and a wretched, starv­ 
ing working class, to whom the neces­ 
saries of life, scantily provided, shall 
form the horizon of the production of 
their labor and toil. It is not a question 
of w hether or not the power and rule of 
onr government shall be recognized in 
all parts of our territory, but w hether our 
government shall be run in the interest 
of a favorite and limited class at the 
expense and to the injury of 09 per cent, 
of our whole people. The question pre­ 
sented to us is w hether we shall con­ 
tribute from our daily, weekly or m onth­ 
ly earnings to the government a sum suf­ 
ficient for its maintenance and the carry­ 
ing ont of all the ends legitimately en­ 
trusted 
to 
its accomplishments, oi 
whether we shall pay to it yearly $50,­ 
000,000 or $60,000,000 for which it has 
no legitimate use, which it m ust lock 
np idly in its vaults, and in addition to 
all this pay to the favorite capitalist class 
more than double that am ount yearly, 
which neither their personal labor nor a 
fair interest in the capital invested by 
them in trade or manufacture, justifies. 
The question is not new. It has agitat­ 
ed our country since she cast aside her 
colonial swaddling clothes and donned 
habilim ents of manhood and independ­ 
ence. The burning all absorbing ques­ 
tions arising out of our civil war, the 
necessity of providing funds to meet the 
extraordinary cost of that gigantic strug­ 
gle (which cost was a necessity of the 
government, and therefore a just cause 
lo r taxation) has ftr many years caused 
the issue to fall into the background, but 
now that that struggle is over, now that 
provision has been fully made for that 
enormous but necessary expense, this 
question becomes and is the great over­ 
shadowing issue in the determination of 
the policy to 
be 
adopted 
by us 
as a people, and 
on the lines 
of 
which 
onr 
government 
shall 
be 
ran. 
Our two great parties propose 
to use very 
opposite policies. 
The 
Democratic party, th at great and glorious 
party which has ever been and is, as its 
name signifies the party of the people 
which has ever been and is found in 
opposition to the hosts of monopoly and 
c u ss distinction which was present st 
the birth of onr oountry’s independence, 
whieh has grown with its growth, which 
has aeen without fear party after party 


arise to oppose it, and at times even 
temporarily to take its place in holding 
the reins of government, and has seen 
those parties, one after the other sent to 
distraction in the whirlpools of error 
and corruption, and which to-day, as 
please God it will for centuries to come, 
wields the power of State, glories in the 
prosperity of a country and beckons her 
on and up to still greater power and 
prosperity, that grand and glorious and 
ever living party, proposes as its govern­ 
m ental policy th at the government shall 
take from the pockets of its citizens by 
way of taxation all that is needed for the 
legitim ate purposes of the government 
and no more; that all the balance of 
their 
earnings 
shall 
be 
theirs 
to 
use 
for 
their 
own 
and their 
families comfort and happiness to pro­ 
vide them with better food and more com­ 
fortable clothing, to bring withip their 
reach by cheapening the cost of its ma 
terial, a home that shall be their own 
and around whose hearth the father may 
see his little ones grow up to he free 
men. In a word, a policy that declares 
that all his earnings less what is really 
necessary he should contribute to the ex­ 
penses of maintaining the Government 
of his country, he shall be permitted to 
keep and retain for his own benefit and 
that of his family, and th at in raising the 
needed revenue for the support of the 
Government, taxes shall be mainly if not 
exclusively levied upon articles of luxury' 
and not upon the necessaries of life. The 
other great party of the country pro­ 
pounds a different policy. It proclaims 
in effect though not in words, that not 
the sum required to support and ran the 
government shall be the measure of that 
which the citizen m ust give up, but an 
uncertain, unlimited ever increasing ex­ 
action which that party deems necesBary 
to-day, or will so deem to-morrow', or 
next year, or in years to come, to build 
up 
and 
maintain 
a 
class 
of 
rich 
men 
and add greatly to 
their colossal fortunes, a class the in 
come of whose wealth means also the 
continual accession to them of political 
power, which will eventually place the 
reins of the government in their hands 
exclusively, and leave the masses of the 
people, their helpless subjects, to groan 
under wrongs greater than brought about 
and justified the revolution by which the 
fathers of our country secured their 
and our independence and freedom. 


THE REPUBLICAN POLICY. 
I do not now pretend as a m atter of 
course to state the Republican policy in 
the term s in which their platform enum ­ 
erates it, but rather to state the enviable 
result which that policy must produce. 
They say they advocate the American 
policy of protection, that they desire to 
promote the prosperity of the country by 
fostering its manufactures, its infant 
manufactures, I believe they call them, 
that they seek the ^ood of the masses by 
raising or m aintaining the wages of 
labor, even though they take back from 
the laborer in the shape of taxes a larger 
sum, and that they cannot deny, than 
would the policy advocated by us. 
Now if they do, by taking 25 cents per 
day out of the earnings of the toiler, in­ 
crease his earnings 50 cents or $1.00 per 
day without reducing the purchasing 
capacity of those earnings then they are 
right and their policy is the true one, or 
even if their policy increases the earn­ 
ings of the worker 25 or 50 per cent, and 
reduces its purchasing power in a less 
proi>ortionate degree, still they are right. 
A contented, prosperous, well fed, well 
clothed, well housed population of work­ 
ers, constitutes the great, the true, the 
only perm anent foundation of a country’s 
well doing. That which contributes to 
their perm anent prosperity, establishes 
the prosperity of the country in which 
they dwell. Build up all the colossal for­ 
tunes you may, increase the num ber of 
individuals who count their millions by 
the 10, 20, or 100, as you may, the pros­ 
perous, the happy, the to-be-desired 
country is that wherein its toilers are 
well fed, well clothed, and well housed, 
and can spare from the necessity of 
labor hours enough for recreation and 
m ental improvement. The attainm ent 
of this condition is the avowed object of 
both parties. It is for you and each 
of you to think and reflect which of these 
two policies will bring about this univer­ 
sally adm itted desired result. 
And in 
accordance with the conclusion at which 
you arrive, cast your vote for high or low 
taxes, because these are the true means 
by which these two parties claim to at­ 
tain the same end. As a m atter of 
course, it is impossible that each should 
be right, and at the inception the very 
foundation of the argum ent is the propo­ 
sition of the Democratic party, viz: “ We 
will compel you to surrender from yonr 
daily earnings the one or two centB 
needed to 
sustain that Government 
which, tor your own and the common 
good, you are bound to sustain, and no 
more. And we will protect you in the 
enjoyment of the rest.” While the Re 
publican party says to you: “ We will 
take from your daily wage the five cents 
or the seven cents which we think you 
ought to pay, regardless of whether the 
Government needs it or not, to encourage 
capitalists to em bark their funds in pay­ 
ing investments, and neither this five 
cents or any other known sum shall be 
the limit of our exactions, but from 
year to year as the capitalist requires 
further encouragement, as he, like the 
Horse Leech’s Daughter still cries give, 
give, we shall hold ourselves at liberty to 
take ten, fifteen, twenty cents, or any 
other amount, which the to-be-protected 
capitalists shall determine is necessary to 
keep him encouraged.” 
The Republican policy is protect the 
rich, and they in turn will protect the la­ 
borer. The Democratic policy is protect 
the laborer, and the rich will take care of 
themselves. Taken nakedly in its bare 
enunciation, is there anyone within the 
sound of my voice who would require 
one m om ent’s thought to determine 
which is the right, which is the wrong 
policv ? I think not. 
A few weeks ago a protectionist friend 
of mine, with whom I had several desul­ 
tory discussions on this subject, wound 
up our last discussion by saying: “ Well, 
the argument is all your way, but the 
facts are the other way,” and he declined 
to resume the subject at any of our sub­ 
sequent meetings. 
He was wedded to 
his god, and would not examine into the 
truth of the alleged facts which he con­ 
tended overturned argum ent and reasoD. 
Certainly there is something deficient in 
either the facts or the reasoning, and I 
say the alleged facts of our Republican 
friends do not exist in the relation in 
which they assert for given facts, argu­ 
ment and reason from them we m ust ar­ 
rive at the just conclusion. 


THE MAIN FACTS 
That the advocates of the so-called policy 
of protection assert and rely upon a r e : 
First, a high tariff protection is the 
American policy, and in the same breath 
they say: “ Protection is the policy of 
alm ost all the civilized countries, which 
proves it is the policy of reason.” 
Sec­ 
ond, protection secures higher wages to 
the workingman, the laborer, and there­ 
fore prosperity to the country; and 
lastly, on this coast they insist th at for 
California’s sake the present tariff must 
be maintained to encourage and support 
the special resources of California—its 
fruit, its wines, its wool and its lumber, 
and that much-abused document, the 


Mills bill, threatens these w ith diaster, 
if not destruction. 
To go into detailed statistics upon all 
these questions dem ands more time than 
would be permissible for me to consume 
this evening, but I shall endeavor to de­ 
vote enough time to each of them to 
show that these claims of the healthy old 
infants who demand that they be fur­ 
nished with rich pap at the expense of 
the great mass of the people are without 
foundation in fact. 
On principle and with the aid of a few 
facts I think I can show you they are not 
true, and without going into the weari­ 
some and varied detail oi figures which 
demonstrate their untruth. These de­ 
tails, if you have the will and the time 
to examine them, and you should have 
the will and should take the time—you 
will find abundantly furnished ia the 
campaign literature and and newspaper 
articles now being freely disseminated 
throughout the country. 
First, then, I 6av this alleged and mis­ 
named protection policy is not American 
The fundamental idea for which the pa­ 
triots of ’76 fought, which is embodied 
in the Declaration of Independence, to 
secure which our constitution was framed 
and amended, was freedom—freedom as 
secured and maintained by the legiti­ 
mate administration of the functions de­ 
volved by our constitution upon our Gov­ 
ernm ent within the bounds thus es­ 
tablished, freedom to speak, think and 
act, to go where and when we pleaso, to 
choose our own occupations, to receive, 
hold and enjoy the results of our labor, 
to buy and sell what and where and to 
and from whom we please. 
As it is well 
summed up by the eloquent statesm an at 
present the chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Re­ 
presentatives : 
Freedom 
from 
re­ 
straint 
in working 
and 
marketing 
the 
products 
of 
our 
toil, 
except 
such 
as may be 
necessary in the 
interest of the Government. 
Freedom 
from all unnecessary bur Jens, freedom 
from all exactions upon the citizen ex­ 
cept such as may be necessary to support 
an honest, efficient and economical ad­ 
m inistration of the (--jvernment that 
guarantees him protect: m to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness! Freedom 
from all taxes except th t which is levied 
for the support of the ( ¡overnment, free­ 
dom from taxation levied for the pur- 
pese of enriching favoi cd classes by the 
spoliation and plunder of the people; 
freedom from all systems of taxation that 
do not fall with equal and exact justice 
upon all—that do raise the revenue of 
Government in the way that is least 
burdensome to the people and with the 
least possible disturbance to their busi­ 
ness. 
That is the American policy, the 
policy that says to the American citizen, 
you shall be punished, you shall pay a 
fine, you shall give up for the benefit of 
the capitalist, irrespective of the needs 
of your Government, a portion of your 
daily wage ii you exerciee the American 
citizen’s freedom to buy w hat and where 
is to your personal advantage, is un- 
American and destructive of the free­ 
dom of which we boast. 
Is not the 
second part of this assertion, nam ely, 
that protection prevails in almost all 
civilized countries, and thus establishes 
the wisdom of the policy somewhat in­ 
consistent with the first part. 
It cannot 
be distinctively American if it is almost 
universally prevalent; but passing this, 
what force does the argument possess ? 
All these same countries possess the 
luxuries of Em perors, Kings and Princes 
whose demands for the maintenance ol 
their pomp and grandeur are unlimited, 
have no Bet standard by which they can 
be measured, but must be responded to 
by the people over whom they reign by 
taxes with as varying and unlimited 
standard as the demands. 
But shall we, 
because so many countries are thus 
blessed,over turn our constitution and gov­ 
ernm ent, import or create for ourselves 
Emperors, Kings and Princes, and to 
support and maintain the twin blessing 
of a protective tariff of high taxes. 
Now, as to the second assertion. 
Do 
high taxes, does a so-called protective 
tariff upon needed imports, upon the 
raw materials for manufacture, tend to 
support or secure higher wages to the 
worker? This is the great claim—the 
?reat argum ent advanced by the Repub- 
ican party in support of this Bo-called 
protective tariff, which does not protect 
but burdens. 
W ith the swelling throat 
and trembling finger of the demagogue 
who is hunting an office, thev point with 
pride to the fact that, generally speaking, 
the daily wages of the American laborer 
are higher than 
those paid to any 
European country. 
T rue; but what 
has 
that 
to 
do 
with 
the 
high 
and 
unlimited 
tariff? 
How 
does the imposition of a burden upon 
him , the filching from him of a poition 
of his daily wage, contribute to maintain 
or inrease those wages ? Does the cap­ 
italist who for his own benefit and profit, 
carries on the manufacture in which the 
mechanic labors, or who owns the mine 
in which the workman toils, say to him : 
“ My profits for my manufactory or my 
mine, owing to the prices which a high 
tariff enables me to charge for its pro­ 
ducts, have this year largely increased. 
I have had large gains, both present and 
prospective, and therefore I will add to 
your wages, $1, ten cents or one cent?’ 
You 
all 
know 
that 
neither 
the 
manufacturer 
or 
miner, 
or 
any 
other class 
of 
employer does 
anything of the kind. That always his 
first inquiry when he embarks in an en­ 
terprise, is w hat is to be the cost of the 
labor he m ust necessarily employ, how 
little he can get along with, and how 
cheap, and where cheapest he can buy 
that labor. 
H igh tariff, or for that mat­ 
ter, low tariff, does not regulate wages. 
Wages are the main regulated like the 
price of other commodities in this world, 
by the law of supply and demand, and 
the productive capacity of the laborer. If 
there be but one employer, with a week’s 
work to be performed, and there are 
twenty needy applicants for it, what will 
be the necessary result ? They will under­ 
bid each other and the day’s pay will 
be desreased. 
H e who will accept the 
least pay will secure the work. 
But if 
there be half a dozen employers who 
each require the services of five work­ 
men for thirty days, and there are but 
twenty workmen at hand, what is the 
result? W hy, the employers will out­ 
bid and up-bid each other for the services 
of those workmen, and thus wages will 
be increased. 


TEST IT 
By the experience of mankind, by the 
condition of all countries, by the condi­ 
tion of our various States to-day, and 
you will find it is true that where labor 
Is plenty and in 6harp competition for 
employment, there its pay is low. Where 
labor is not so plenty and the de­ 
mand for it lis greater, the pay is 
necessarily higher. In Europe we find 
that the few countries having the highest 
protective tariff, the greatest. amount of 
protection on Russia and Italy, and these 
two countries pay the lowest wages per 
diem to the working classes ef all other 
nations in Europe, and excepting some of 
the few Eastern nations of the world. In 
Russia the farm laborer gets his scanty 
board, mainly of black bread and grease, 
and at the end of the year $18, and a 
sheepskin coat in pavment for his year 
of toil. Proceeding down the scale we 
find A ustria, Germany and France in 


progression have lower tariffs but still, 
so-called protected tariffs, and the wages 
of this country are proportionally higher, 
and higher than those of the extremelv 
protected nations. 
Thus a blacksm ith’s 
wages in Austria is 18 cents per week, 
in Germany, with a lower tariff, $4 per 
week and in France, with a still lower 
tariff, $5.80 per week, and when you come 
to England, from which mnch of the il­ 
lustration and argum ents in the discus­ 
sion of this question are drawn, we find 
in that country having leBS of the so- 
called protection than any country in 
Europe, pays to the workmen the high­ 
est wages that are paid on that Conti­ 
nent. 
The blacksmith of whom I have 
told you for an example, receives $7.37 
per week. 
This, itis true, is not as 
high wages as we pay to ours, but the 
difference cannot be owing to the lack of 
a protective tariff when we come to re­ 
view the condition of the United States, 
while in one sense, it may be said that 
the tariff is uniform, as no distinction is 
drawn by geographical lines between the 
different States, yet, owing to the nature 
of their resources and industries, certain 
States derive more of the alleged benefits 
oi protec tion than others, ami therefore 
in thorn the standard of wages should be 
proportionately higher. 
No State in the 
Union should be more prosperous, pay 
higher wages and have a happier labor­ 
ing population than Pennsylvania if this 
were true, and yet in no State of this 
Union are lower wages paid to the great 
mass of the laboring population than in 
that State. 
In no State is the lot of the 
laborer less enviable. In no State is 
there more discontent. 
Surely, in view 
of these facts, the protective tariff cannot 
be the producing cause of the general 
high rate of wages paid to women 
throughout the United States. So, again 
in the State of Maine, the home of the 
apostle of protection, the average wages 
of an employee are $257 per year, while 
in the State of Connecticut the average 
rate of wages is $385 per year. Why are 
they not equal in these two States? 
Why is the Maine man worth only two- 
thirds as much as the Connecticut man 
if a higher protective tariff is what 
inakeB wages ? 


TJIE ARGUMENT 
From the mere fact that two things co­ 
exist ; that for many years we have had 
a protective tariff in the United States, 
and that for many years we have paid 
higher wages to our workers than those 
paid in other countries, and that there­ 
fore one is the result of the other is not 
sound or logical, unless a connection is 
shown between the two facts; and when 
you find that the highest protected local­ 
ities pay the lowest wages, we have not 
only demonstrated that the connection 
does not exi6t, but we have further dem­ 
onstrated the fact that the converse is 
true, and that between the two facts 
there is no possible relation. 
And this 
very State of Pennsylvania affords a 
proof of the proposition which I some 
time since announced, and which, in­ 
deed, is so simple that its truth must be 
apparent to the mind on the slightest 
reflection, namely—that supply and de­ 
mand are the great factors that control 
the wages of labor. 
For why is it that 
in this favorite protected State of Penn­ 
sylvania wages are so low, the miners, 
who form a very large proportion of the 
laboring class there getting only 65 cents 
per day ? 
Why is that a large propor­ 
tion of the working classes there, ac­ 
cording to the report compiled by the 
Labor Bureau, live in a condition little, 
if at all, superior to the Chinese, whose 
presence on this coast we all 
feel 
to 
be 
a 
curse. 
It 
is 
because 
capital, following the selfish instinct 
which has always guided and always 
will guide it, has sought for one of its 
materials—labor—at the cheapest price 
it could find it, and not finding the cheap­ 
est labor in the place where it was pro­ 
posed to use it, brought it there. 
It is 
because the proprietors of the coal and 
iron mines and other large interests in 
that large State have imported from the 
surplus population of Hungary, Italy, 
Russia and other European nations with 
its surplus population, pauper labor which 
is willing to leave those highly protected 
countries, and come to ours to share the 
advantages which the natural resources 
of our country, the greater capacity of our 
workmen, the greater dem and for labor 
and the absence of a surplus population, 
have enabled our working classes to de­ 
mand and receive. 
And yet, forsooth, the Republican party 
claim to be seeking to protect our people 
from the pauper labor of Europe. 


T IIE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
Proposes to protect and aid American la­ 
bor in its competion with this labor of 
Europe by encouraging the importing 
into this country free of tax, not this 
pauper labor which will compete with the 
American laborer on his own soil, but 
the raw materials which will require his 
labor to manufacture them into articles 
for use both at home and abroad, and 
thus by increasing the field of and de­ 
mand for labor, will maintain its wages 
at a high standard. 
Let us test the blessings of this pro­ 
tective system in another way. The 
American workingman has now 
for 
twenty-seven years been enjoying the 
blessings of a protective tariff and high 
taxes, which are alleged to foster m anu­ 
factures, and bo give him employment at 
high wages. The result should be that 
the workingman should be as happy and 
content as one of Swimby’s boarders. Is 
it so ? H as it been so ? A reference to the 
third annual report of the Commissioner 
of Labor issued this year shows that in 
the six years, from 1831 to 1886, there 
had been strikes in 22,336 establish- 
lishm ents; of these, 16,692, or about 
three-fourths, were in the States of New 
York, 
Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, 
Ohio and Illinois, where protection is 
contended to have worked such wonderB 
for the laboring man. There w tre lock­ 
outs during the same period in 2,182 
establishments. More than nine-tenths 
of these occurred in the five States I have 
named. 
The number of employees 
striking and involved was nearly 1,400,­ 
000; in addition to these there were about 
160,000 employees locked out. 
Ol the 
strikes, more than eight-tenths were 
ordered by labor organizations. While 
of the lock-outs, about a similar propor­ 
tion were ordered by a combination 
of managers. Concerning the loss to em­ 
ployees resulting from these disturbances, 
this report informs us, that the loss to 
the striking laborers was $51,819,000, 
and the loss to employees through lock­ 
outs during the same time of $8,132,000. 
Can it be said in the face of these facts, 
of these great disturbances, that the pro­ 
tective tariff has been a source of entire 
blessing and comfort to the workingman. 
Did he strike because his wages were too 
high ? Or because he and his were com­ 
fortably housed, clothed and fed? Was 
he locked out because he refused to al­ 
low the capitalist to employ him , to di­ 
vide with him the increased profits that 
a high tariff caused to be realized from 
the sale of the articles he manufactured ? 


WHEN THE WORKINGMAN 
Can answer these questions in the af­ 
firmative, then, and not until then, will 
he be justified in casting his vote in 
favor of high taxes upon the clothes he 
wears, the tools he uses, the blankets 
which cover him at night, the lumber of 
which his house is built, the nails which 


fasten it together, the tin which roofs it, 
and which m akes the pail in which he 
carries from that home to his work the 
dinner that he eats, and on the salt that 
seasons that dinner. 
Let me here say 
one thing in passing: It is true that 
while the pending Democratic m easuie, 
popularly called the Mills bill, places 
the great bulk of raw materials on the 
free list, it also in some instances 
reduces the tax on the manufactured 
article; but in no instance does it reduce 
the tax below the ccst of the labor that 
is required to manufacture that article. 
Thus, for example in woollen goods, the 
raw material of which is placed on the 
free list, the labor cost of manufacturing 
the goods is 16 per cent, of their total 
cost, while the tariff as proposed by the 
Mills bill on the manufactured article is 
40 per cent. 
In cotton goods the labor 
cost is 21 per cent., the proposed tariff on 
the manufactured article 40 per cent. 
In 
nails and spikes, the labor cost is 22 per 
cent., the proposed tariff is 34 per cent. 
And so I might go through the entire 
list. Let me also in passing, call your 
attention to the charm ing inconsistency 
of our protectionist friends. They tell the 
working m an in one breath that he 
needs high taxes to give him high wages. 
In another breath they tell the citizen 
that he wants higher taxes to cheapen 
by home competition the clothing and 
other commodities he consumes. And 
yet again they tell the manufacturer that 
he should have higher taxes to give him 
higher products. And this last state­ 
ment contains about the only kernel of 
truth in the entire range of their asser­ 
tions. But there is one class of our 
laboring men to whom the Republican 
is compelled 
to 
address a different 
line 
of 
argument, 
and 
he 
is 
the 
*pack 
horse 
of 
high tariff— 
the farmer. 
W here does he get any 
benefit from a protective tariff? Under 
its malign influence, he is compelled to 
pay an increased price for every board 
he puts in his house or barn, for every 
rail and post he puts in his fences; for 
every spade or hoe with which he tick­ 
les the soil; for every plow share that 
he puts in his lan d ; for every harrow 
drawn over it; for the harness on the 
horses that draw the plow and the har­ 
row ; for the pans in his dairy; for the 
tins in which his fruit is packed for ex­ 
portation ; for the crockery from which 
lie eats; the glass iu his windows; the 
clothing worn by himself and family. 
He toils longer hours than any other 
laborer, and to what end? W hat bless­ 
ing has the protective tariff brought him ? 
Is he getting high pay ? Is he increas­ 
ing in wealth ? Is it not true that in 
most instances, the farm er, instead of 
having a snug bank account, has a snug 
mortgage on his farm. 
But don’t you 
see, my honest granger, the protectionist 
says to h im : “ Do we not furnish you 
with a perm anent and profitable home 
market, in which to sell all th a t you are 
producing, will you throw away such 
handy and reliable cash sustomers, who 
are furnishing you with a ready market 
for the uncertainty of a foreign m arket. 
Don’t you see the more men manufac­ 
turers can employ, the more mouths 
there nre for you to feed, and the money 
they 
are 
making 
the 
more 
they 
can pay 
you 
for 
your produce?” 
This 
is 
but 
the 
veriest 
soph­ 
istry. 
The term , “ home m arket,” is as 
deceptive as the term “ protection,” and 
is used by the protectionist to mislead 
the farm er in the same m anner as pro­ 
tection to home labor is used to mislead 
tlie laboring man. Is sought 


TO IMPRESS THE FARMER 
W ith the idea that the encouragement 
and extension of manufacturing indus­ 
tries are what the farmer is in need of in 
order to dispose of all his products at 
hom e; that the additional workingmen 
required by the manufacturers would in­ 
crease the dem and for agricultural prod­ 
uce to such an extent as to render the ex­ 
port of any of it unnecessary. 
W here 
are these additional workingmen to come 
from ? 
Is it intended that they shall be 
imported under tbe free trade and labor 
plan, or are they to be drawn from other 
occupations which are getting 
along 
without protection ? 
If it means more 
foreign labor it can mean no benefit to 
the American workingman, for that will 
mean decreased wages and a decreased 
capacity on the part of the workingman 
to purchase agricultural or other prod­ 
ucts. 
If it means to transfer laborers 
from the farm or other unprotected in­ 
dustries to the manufactory, it cannot 
produce an increase of consumers. 
In 
order to fortify their home m arket theory 
protectionists point to what they call the 
small proportion of agricultural products 
which we export. But, nevertheless, it is 
a fact 
that every year onr exports 
of agricultural products are increasing; 
and by the official statem ents of imports 
and exports published by the Treasury 
Departm ent for the sixteen years ending 
with 1887 we find that nearly forty-three 
thousand million dollars worth of bread- 
stuffa and provisions, the products of 
our farms, were exported to Europe, and 
yet, before one dollar’s worth of this vast 
quantity was exported, the home market 
was fully supplied, even although that 
home m arket had been nurtured by from 
twelve to twenty-seven years of protec­ 
tion. W hat nonsense is it, then, in view 
of these facts, to talk about the creation 
of the home m arket that will absorb all 
his products. 


THE MILLS BILL. 
And now a word or two about the Mills 
bill and its operations. 
W hat is it that 
it proposes to add to the free list? W hy, 
flax, hem p, jute, jute bags, salt, tin plate 
and lum ber, and a few other articles on 
which there is at present an im port tax 
of $22,189,000. 
W hat attack does this 
make on California industries? Is it an 
attack on any California industry, and 
especially on the farmer, to take the tax 
off the bags which he m ust buy to ship 
his wheat in, and which, after buying, 
he m ust give away and not sell ? Is it an 
attack on the California fruit raiser to 
take the tax off the tin in which his 
fruits are packed for exportation and of 
which not a single pound is produced in 
this country. Is an attack on any Cali­ 
fornia industry to take the tax off lum­ 
ber, which is a constant daily require­ 
m ent? Do we not all know that for 
more than half a score of years past the 
newspapars have been teeming with the 
outcnes that the axes of the lum­ 
berman 
was 
devastating 
our 
for­ 
esta, and 
that 
in 
another 
genera­ 
tion there would be no domestic supply 
of lum ber unless this devastation was 
checked and tree planting insisted upon 
and encouraged. 
How absurd, then, 
this crying out against this effort to re­ 
lieve tbis strain on our domestic product 
by allowing the free introduction of a 
part of tbis necessary material which is 
required every day. 
Is putting wool 
material on the free list an attack on 
California or the resources of the coun­ 
try? It ia said to be, but the reverse is 
the truth. The wool imported is essen­ 
tially a different article from that which 
we produce. It is an article without the 
importation of which we could not use 
one third of our own product. 
To 
make blankets, wool-sloths and flannelp, 
it is necessary that the foreign long ana 
fine wool should be mixed with our sbort- 
and coarser staple, it is a direct benefit 
to the wool grower, as if we keep ont 
the foreign wool, we will quickly find 
that there will be no m arket, unless, in- 


deeil, he senile it abroad to sell for what 
it will bring. 
attack or threaten onr 
wines? W hy.it doesn’t touch them at all 
except in so far as it gives them an op­ 
portunity to obtain cheaper package, 
cheaper bottles, and cheaper Doxes in 
which to pack them . I t does not at­ 
tem pt to change to the extent of one mill 
the extent of the present dutv of foreign 
wines. As they are of the luxuries and 
not of the necessaries of life, and it is the 
latter only which the Democratic party 
proposes to cheapen. 
But let me before closing say a few 
words as to the immediate results from 
which we are threatened by tbis protec­ 
tive policy of our Republican friends. It 
is the immediate support of monopolies, 
and at least the filter father of the great 
menace now overhaDging the country in 
the formation of the so-called trustB. 
W hat are these trusts and what are their 
objects and plan of procedure ? They are 
combinations of manufacturers of the 
same article to keep up tbe price of the 
article manufactured by them , and how 
do they propose to do it ? Whv by not 
merely agreeing w ith each other that 
they will not respectively sell at less 
than a given figure, but if the running of 
the manufactories shall result in any 
greater product than the m arket is pre­ 
pared to take at those prices that 
they _ will shut down their 
m anu­ 
factories 
for 
a 
given 
tim e, 
each year, and turn the protected Ameri­ 
can laborer out into the street, to loaf and 
eat up whatever little savings he may 
have been able to put by, and these 
trusts are protected and fostered by this 
protective tariff which shuts out the for­ 
eign article from competition with them 
which would otherwise render such nefa­ 
rious associations impossible. Let me 
give you the views expressed by a lead­ 
ing Republican newspaper now enthusi­ 
astic in support of Harrison and Morton— 
the Chicago Tribune. A short time ago 
it said, “ W hat is a trust but a combina­ 
tion of tariil protected manufacturers to 
strangle competition, monopolize indus­ 
tries and its products, and’ fleece con­ 
sumers. It has no other purpose, w hether 
it is a sugar, a steel or a lead pencil 
trust.” 


THE ULTRA-TARIFF TAX 
Is their sole support. The connection be­ 
tween tariff monopoly and trustism is 
clear. 
So long as excessive duties are 
maintained, these trade rings will be en­ 
abled to bleed the people. 
Reduce these 
duties to a decent, reasonable figure and 
they will be smashed. 
Now we all know this is true. 
We all 
know that the object of these trusts is to 
bleed the people and enrich a few mo­ 
nopolists. 
And yet we find that ten 
days ago Mr. Jam es G. Blaine, on 
his return from 
his 
coaching trip 
through England and Scotland with 
a 
wealthy 
American 
manufacturer, 
who has been investing the fortune which 
he made out of the American people in 
the purchase of a castle and estates in 
Scotland, we find Mr. Jam es G. Blaine, 
whom we are told is to be the power be­ 
hind the throne in the event that M r. 
Harrison is elected, declaring in a speech 
at Portland that he “ would not venture 
to say th at trusts were altogether advan­ 
tageous or 
disadvantageous, but that 
they were largely private affairs, with 
which neither President Cleveland, nor 
any private citizen has any right to in­ 
terfere.” 
So th at in the opinion of Mr. Jam es G. 
Blaine lie is beyond all others, the rep­ 
resentative of the Republican party and 
of the protective tariff, your President, 
nor yourselves have any right to inter­ 
fere with or discuss or citicise a conspir­ 
acy to rob you by compelling you to pay 
high prices for your clothing and your 
food. This is the legitimate and logical 
outcome of a protective tariff, and if you 
are prepared meekly to surrender your­ 
self into the hands of these monopolists, 
to place yourself in their power, so that 
the bare necessaries of life will be all that 
your earnings will be able to supply you 
with, then in God’s nam e go the polls 
next November and vote for Harrison, 
Morton and Blaine with high tariff and 
robbing trusts added. But if you are not, 
if you feel _ th at such a conspiracy of 
wealth against the mass of the people is 
a crime th at Bhould be at once rebuked 
and prevented, then go the polls in No­ 
vember for the friends of the people, the 
opponents of monopolies and trusts, the 
advocates of American labor, Cleveland 
and Thurm an. 
Mr. H um es’ speech was very brilliant 
and was applauded vigorously. Owing 
to a lack of space in this issue, it will be 
presented in to-morrow m orning’s paper.

Tariff and the 
Labor. 
The pretext for high protection is to 
•nable the producers of protected articles 
to pay high wages. But it has been 
ahown that this result is not reached. 
Nor would it be reasonable to suppose that 
the protected manufacturers are going to 
pay their workers higher wages for their 
work than whatever happens to be the 
current standard. It is silly to say that 
John Brown, a protected manufacturer, 
will divide his acquired profits with his 
workmen. He is not in the business 
for philanthropy, and as a business 
proposition he would laugh at any one 
who should say to him, “You made 
thirty per cent, last year on your capital 
because of high protection, and as that 
high protection was granted on the sup­ 
position that your operatives would have 
a fair share of the profits, I will now call 
upon yon to increase their wages in pro­ 
portion to the profits the high tariff has 
enabled you to pocket.” Of course John 
Brown would laugh at the proposition as 
absurd. 
Now, if the converse, or nearly bo, of 
the proposition that high tariff gives high 
wages should be shown, we opine that 
those who are loud in their cry for ex­ 
treme protection so that the labor in the 
protected industries may receive liberal 
pay, would find themselves in a di 
lemma. 
According to the census report of 1880 
the value of manufactured products in 
1860 was $1,885,861,672. The wages paid 
In the manufacture of these goods was 
$378,878,966, and the cost of material, 
$1,031,605,092. Deducting the amount of 
) wages and t!ie cost of the material 
the total value of the products, 
> remains $475,377,618. The work­ 
: who produced these goods were not 
“protected,” yet their Bhare in the 
of the product was twenty per cent.

“Take $100 worth of product at the price the 
manufacturer sella it at hi* warehouse; 61 32 
Is raw material, 20.33 is labor and 12 88 1* in­ 
terest and expense, leaving 5.47 as net profit to 
capitaL" 
. 
,, 
“What rate would that be on the investment 
“Well, according to my report (1883), it would 
be $34,000,000 in round numbers, on 9303,­ 
000 capital invested, which wonld be about ten 
per cent, on the capital invested, bnt not on the 
product" 
“I understand you to say that the sum re­ 
maining to be distributed upon the capital in­ 
vested in the State of Massachusetts, after pay­ 
ing interest on the capital, is ten per cent, 
more?” 
"Ten per cent, more on the capital." 
“What is the value of the product of a single 
mechanic?" 
“The average to each employee was 91.792 
that is what each mechanic, man, woman and 
child, produces. Now, to each man, woman 
and child employed in a mechanical Industry 
the employer gets Q98 net proflt; thatlsgiviug 
him aix per cent, on his capital and five per 
cent, on his product, etc. Each employee gets 
9364. That brings 998 to the employer as net 
profit on the product of each employee. It is 
the product of 9364 yearly wages paid to each 
employee that produces that 91,792. The bal­ 
ance is raw material and expense." 
“Suppose there were but one employer in 
Massachusetts, and the present number of cm 
ployees, how much would that employer set? ‘ 
"He would get a net proflt of 934,505,367.” 
“What wonld the laborers receive?" 
“They would receive 9128,315,362, divided 
among 352,255 of them, or 9364 each." 
“How much capital would one employer have 
In business, then?” 
"He wonld have 9303,806,185." 
“What he has left after paying all expensos 
934.505,367?” 
“Yes; after all his expenses of labor, raw 
material, etc." 
“That is to say that would be the proflt after 
the payment of interest on his capital Invested 
and all Insurance and outgo of every descrip­ 
tion, *nd keeping up hia plant, repairs and all 
that?" 
“Yes." 
This testimony shows how the share of 
the American laborer in protected indus­ 
tries compares with the profits of the 
capitalist and manufacturer. 


A P re ip e ro n s P eop le. 
In the annals of history the growth of 
Los Angeles county is destined to be for­ 
ever memorable. When the last census 
was taken we had in the county about 
twenty thousand people. 
Half 
these were outside 
the limits 
Los Angeles city. 
Stagnation char­ 
acterized the condition 
of 
every 
industry. 
There was 
no market 
for our products, and our farmers were 
weary with the effort of eking out 
scanty livelihood. Land could not be 
sold, and it would have been hard to get 
anyone to pay taxes on what was looked 
upon as the poorer grades of our farming 
territory. In the city of Los Angeles 
there were scores of empty honses, so 
large had been the exodus of people 
from the dull place. City property could 
be bought for two-thirds of what the im 
provementa had cost. 
Recently the School Marshall took a 
census of the children in this city. The 
number was twenty-seven thousand 
The Board of Supervisors have ordered 
a new registration of voters preparatory 
to the election to take place next Novem­ 
ber. It is still over ten weeks to election 
day . yet there are the names of twenty- 
three thousand citizens on the Great Reg­ 
ister. It is estimated by the best j udges that 
the total vote of Los Angeles county will 
run up to twenty-seven thousand, and it 
is conceded by all who are entitled to an 
opinion that it may reach nearly to 
thirty thousand. 
These facts, as the H e r a l d stated yes­ 
terday morning indicate that the popula­ 
tion cannot be a jot below eighty thou­ 
sand ; and, as the H e r a l d as plainly 
stated, they point to a strong probability 
of the municipality containing nearer 
ninety thousand souls. Eight'years ago 
the city’s population was a little more 
than equal to that of the outside terri­ 
tory. Four years ago there was nearly 
an equilibrium established between the 
two; while two years ago the country 
districts rather outnumbered the city 
population. 
It is probable that

The old- 
timers have become rich by this im­ 
mense growth, and the newcomers have 
presEed them hard, and even beaten 
them in adding to their possessions in a 
multitude of cases, while all who have 
come here with a little money, or still 
better, with capabilities, with industry, 
brains and pluck have done well. The 
people are all prosperous. Country towns 
have grown from villages of a few 
hundreds to cities of as many thousands. 
These smaller municipalities all vie with 
Los Angeles in their onward march of 
improvement. They have put up fine 
hotels, neat opera houses, and industrial 
establishments, as well as fine residences 
and solid stores. The large ranches 
have been cut up and sold to actual set­ 
tlers who have studded the country wi th 
comfortable and prosperous homes. 
This is all very well for the past, and 
the present is secure; but, what of the 
future ? is the topic of general interest. 
The moment is characterized by a tone 
quiet as compared with the rush of 
last winter. 
Has there come an end to 
our march of progress, and is our era of 
development at an end ? 
Not by any 
means. 
The county has at the out­ 
side two hundred thousand inhabitants. 
She is capable of supporting out 
her own Boil a teeming throng 
a round million. The H e r a l d has 
been publishing interviews of late which 
go to recall what all travelers say, that 
ours is the most healthy and pleasant 
climate on the globe. Passing by the 
fascinating and lncrative business of 
raising oranges and grapes, and even 
other gifts of the goddess Pomona, and 
coming down to the prosaic and matter- 
fact occupations of raising bay, corn 
and potatoes, we have soils here which 
will produce two crops a year—one of 
potatoes, one hundred sacks to the acre; 
and then one of corn, one hun­ 
dred to one hundred and fifty bushels 
per acre; or we have soils which will 
yield six to eight crops of hay, aggregat­ 
ing ten to fifteen tons per annum for each 
acre.

There are things for us to do in order 
to maintain this unprecedented pace 
development and growth. In the city 
we should provide the best hotel in the 
Union. We should enlarge our school 
accommodations. We should make 
sewer system. We should pave our 
streets. The city and the country should 
join hands and make good roads, and 
they should all be aligned with stately 
and graceful shade trees. 
In 
the country towns the people should 
put their heads together, pool their 
issues and put up co-operative canneries 
and wineries to take care of their crop3 
Then we must keep all the attractions 
of this section before the people of the 
East. Now is the time of all others 
advertise ourselves in the most elaborate 
style. The railroads are doing this with 
much vigor. We all Bhould aid all pro­ 
jects having this in view. Nature has 
done much for us. 
Let us supplement 
her fine work and make it perfect. The 
coming winter will be the one of greatest 
improvement yet. 
With accelerated 
speed our growth will go on. By the 
end of this decade this city will contain 
one hundred and fifty thousand to two 
hundred thousand people, and the coun­ 
try will be pressing half a million. 


NATIONAL POLITICS. 
Thurman’s Speech at Chel­ 
tenham Beach. 


The Democratic rally last night was 
rouser. Five thousand voters thronged 
the seats, the space in front of the plat 
form and the streets in the vicinity 
The demonstrations were enthusiastic, 
and the doctrines of the Democracy 
were ably expounded by the elo­ 
quent speakers. Hon George R. 
Hayes made a masterly presentation 
of the tariff question in all its phases. 
He showed the workingmen how little 
the protective policy, as managed by Re­ 
publican monopolists, adds to their pay. 
Mr. Humes, of San Diego, followed in 
less elaborate presentation of the issues 
of the campaign; but the young gentle­ 
man made a very crisp speech. The ef­ 
forts made votes for tariff reform. 


Tiie French paper, Le Progres, came 
out yesterday under its new manage­ 
ment, Messrs. Emil d’Artois and Frank 
A. Oakley. We note with pleasure that 
the new editors have really exemplified 
the title of their paper by the improve­ 
ment they have made in its columns. 
Short and nervous editorials, a lively 
chronique and an interesting feuilleton, 
as well as political and other correspond­ 
ence, with a resume of the news desired 
by the French colony, constitute some of 
the features of interest that will go far 
to make Le Progres a popular and paying 
institution. 
It seems that the Democratic National 
Committee directed a broadside 
selected campaign matter to our esteemed 
evening contemporary, the Express. In­ 
stead of being thankful for the favor and 
proceeding to give its readers extracts 
from this mine of truth, thus lending 
unwonted interest to its columns, the 
Express snarls at the Committee and 
flings its usual truthless innuendoes at 
the H e r a l d .

NORTHWESTERN CROPS. 
The Damage By From Not So Bad 
As Reported. 
St. P a u l, August 25.— Crop reports to 
the Pioneer Press do not materially modi­ 
fy the favorable forecast of last week. 
Harvesting is under way along the lines 
of the Northern Pacific and in Manitoba, 
and the weather is clear and has been so 
for several days. The predictions in 
regard to an abundant yield are verified. 
Chamberlain, Dak., reports the largest 
crop ever known in that country, ranging 
from nineteen to thirty bushels per acre. 
Reports in regard to frosted wheat are 
contradictory. In the Devil’s Lake dis­ 
trict 50 per cent, of the crop is said to be 
affected. The actual damage in most 
cases is to isolated fields, and if mixing 
could be avoided the aggregate of frosted 
wheat would be small. The weekly 
crop report of the Northern Pacific Com­ 
pany says: It is thought that the frost 
did not effect the yield materially. It 
seems to have been confined to certain 
spots. The frost appears to have been 
most severe and the results most 
disastrous in Western Minnesota and 
Eastern Dakota. The weather of late 
has been all that could be desired. 
While estimates vary, it would appear 
that the wheat yield will average about 
eighteen bushels to the acre, and that 
the crop of oats will be exceptionally 
fine. 
The Umbria First. 
L on do n, August 25.— The Umbria 
reached Queenstown at 7 :55 o’clock this 
morning, the City of New York had not 
been sighted at Brow Head at that hour. 
The Umbria’s log shows that the daily 
runs were as follows: First dav, 344 
miles; second, 340; third, 345; fourth, 
443; fifth, 438; sixth, 436; and seventh 
349. She arrived at Queenstown in 6 
days, 10 hours and 29 minutes from the 
time she left New York.

GREAT ENTHUSIASM DISPLAYED, 


Blaine Discovers a Mare’s Nest In 
the Retaliation Message. 
Congressional News. 


I Associated Press DiSDatchea to the H erald. 
C h ica g o, August 25.—Judge Thurman 
arose and breakfasted shortly after 10 
o’clock. Long before that time, how­ 
ever, bands and delegations called to ser­ 
enade or be received by him, but the 
policeman at the foot of the stairs allow­ 
ed him uninterrupted rest. Chief Jus 
tice Fuller called during the morning 
and had quite a chat with the Judge. 
The parade of to-day began to form some 
time before noon, although 12 o’clock 
was the time set, and soon afcer that 
hour, marched through the streets to es­ 
cort the Judge and party to the train on 
which they were taken to Cheltenham 
Beach. Prominent in the parade were 
organizations of naturalized citizens with 
mottoes such as “ We Were Made Citi­ 
zens Legally,” “No Dynamite in Ours, 
and other expressions of their loyalty to 
their adopted country. Traveling men 
and local political organizations, some 
organizations from neighboring towns, 
bands and carriages made up the rest of 
the procession. The Judge was greeted 
with great enthusiasm by the immense 
crowd that filled the sidewalks along the 
line. After marching to the depot they 
were taken in carB to the Cheltenham, 
which is about twelve miles below the 
city. 
THE SPEAKING AT CHELTENHAM. 
An immense crowd gathered at Chelten­ 
ham Beach to hear Judge Thurman and 
other distinguished speakers. 
A stand 
had been erected in the center of the 
large hall, and around it the eager 
thousands joBtled together in their vain 
attempt to see and hear the speaker, and 
the speaker did his best to be heard. 
Congressman Roger Q. Mills, of Texas 
ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull, of Illinois 
and Congressman Wilson, of Virginia, 
were in the party. Judge Thurman was 
introduced by Lyman Trumbull, and 
spoke in substance as follows: 
F rikndh a n d fe l l o w -c it iz e n s : Allow 
me to first express my thanks to Judge 
Trumbull for the kind manner in which 
he has presented me to you. 
It is my 
purpose to-day to speak upon the Tariff, 
but before I proceed to that subject: 
You have within the last few days heard 
not a little about the message of the 
President to Congress on the rejecting of 
the Fisheries treaty. I have no copy of 
that treaty in my possession here; 1 
therefore cannot discuss it; and I have 
no copy of the President’s message, and 
therefore cannot quote from it; but 1 
want to say that some years ago this 
country was greatly agitated by a party 
called 
THE KNOW-NOTHING PARTY. 
To the Know-nothing party the Irish­ 
man was an abomination of abomina­ 
tions; and if he were a Catholic Irish 
man he was the accursed of the earth 
But now, strange to say, these men who 
a few years ago were Know-nothings and 
the most abusive of the Irish, of the Ger­ 
mans and all foreign born people, but of 
the Irish especially, are seeking to court 
what is called the Irish vote, to get the 
Irish to vote against the men who stood 
by them in defense of their rights and in 
defense of everything that was alleged 
against them. Now they are seeking to 
I jet their votes by misrepresenting Grover 
< Cleveland, asserting that he is under 
British influence. There was never a 
more false assertion. You might as well 
tell me that Washington was under Brit­ 
ish influence. If any man thinks there 
is anything in the charge let him read 
the message the President has sent to 
Congress this week. 
Grover Cleveland 
knows too well what are the interests of 
this country. He has too much sym­ 
pathy with the American people, native 
and naturalized, to be under any false or 
improper influence ol any country. And 
now I come to 
THE TARIFF QUESTION. 
The tariff is a tax imposed by the 
Government upon goods, wares and 
manufactures imported into the United 
States for sale. The effect is to raise the 
price upon everything upon which it is 
put. It does not raise the price of beef 
or pork packed in Chicago, or wheat that 
is sold in Chicago, for we do not import 
these com modi ties; but on what we do 
import and similar articles manufactured 
in this country, the tariff raises the price 
and makes them cost more to the con­ 
sumers, and yet this tax is said to benefit 
the laboring man. How can a man be 
benefited by a tax that begins at the 
crown of his head and takes in every­ 
thing he wears, down to the soles of his 
feet. So far as it íb necessary to raise 
money to carry on the Government, to 
>ay pensions to the gallant men who 
ought for its preservation, the people 
are willing to pay the tax, but when you 
tax the people more you are robbing the 
]>eopleof money that belongs to them. 
The collection of a surplus revenue has 
been going on for some years, and al­ 
though the amount thus far collected has 
to some extent been reduced by baying 
bonds at an enormous premium, there 
still remains in the treasury $115,000,000. 
REDUCE THE TAXES. 
How can you have a honest govern • 
ment with that amount in the Treasury, 
for which it has no legitimate use. Every­ 
body who can suggest some scheme for 
spending this money goes to work to do 
it, so appiopriations are made that are 
disgraceful. Our fore-fathers intended 
that we should have an honest, frugal, 
economical, Republican, Democratic gov­ 
ernment ; they never intended that we 
should collect $115,000,000 and then 
squander it extravagantly in order to 
get rid of the surplus. How can this sur­ 
. us be reduced? The answer is plain; 
reduce the taxes. Now the issue is fair­ 
ly m ade; the Democrats say reduce the 
taxes. Of all the inventions ever devised 
to shift the burden of taxation from fhe 
rich man’s shoulders on to the shoulders 
of the poor man, this tariff talk is the 
most ingenious and insidious. Now, my 
friends, I am going to stop in order that 
the grand man who is your candidate for 
Governor may be heard. 
Judge Thurman then retired amid vol­ 
leys of cheers. Large overflow meetings 
were held at which speeches were made 
' 
Representatives Mills, Wilson and 
others. 
a grand barbecue. 
A grand barbecue was held, for which 
ten beeves and twenty sheep had been 
slaughtered, besides other eatables and 
drinkables. No expense had been spared 
make the day a grand success. Thur­ 
man’a speech went over ninch the same 
grounds as his speech at Port Huron, 
although he handled the subject in a dif­ 


ferent manner. It had been decided that 
he should give some expression of his 
opinion in regard to the President’s recent 
fishery message, but he shrewdly re­ 
marked : “It is a poor lawver who ex­ 
presses an opinion without having thor­ 
oughly reviewed the case.” He deeired 
to obtain copies of the original treaties, 
as well as other documents, but was un­ 
able to do so, and will make no statement 
to the public at the present time. 
The time for his return home has not 
yet been announced, but it is not likely 
that any receptions will be held along 
the way. The Judge goes to New York 
in a short time to argue the Telephone 
case, and will later take another trip 
through the country, and in all proba­ 
bility visit the Pacific Coast. 
BLAINE’S BAZOO. 
He Tacklea the Prewldent’E Retalia­ 
tion ülcawagc. 
L ew ist o n, Me., August 25.—The sec­ 
ond public address of Mr. Blaine on the 
political issues of the campaign was de­ 
livered here to-night. Mr. Blaine spoke 
substantially as follows: 
I did not happen to have an oppor­ 
tunity of reading the full text of the 
1 resident's message on the Fisheries 
until this morning, and with all due 
re pect to the Chief Executive of the 
•Nation 1 must stty, that considering 
all 
the circumstances, it 
is the 
most extraordinary document 
that 
ever was 
sent 
from the White 
House to the Capitol. 
Here 
are 
t >e main facts of the issue between Can­ 
a la and the United States—or, perhaps, 
to speak more exactly, between Great 
Britain and the United States—in respect 
to the fisheries. 
It was our belief, and 
still is, that after the aiticles of the 
treaty at Washington relating to the fish­ 
eries had expired, the Canadian Govern­ 
ment behaved in au unneighborly, un 
seemly and unjust manner toward 
our fishermen in refusing them the 
rights which they had long enjoyed by 
prescription. 
In order to bring the 
Government of the Dominion to a just 
appreciation of the subject, Congress au­ 
thorized the President in the spring of 
1887 to adopt a policy of suitable retalia­ 
tion and directed among other things, 
that whenever and so long as American 
vessels were deprived of commercial 
privileges in the ports of Canada, 
Canadian vessels ehould be deprived of 
like privileges in the ports of the United 
States. This, if I may indulge in appro­ 
priate slang, was a genuine “tit for tat” 
policy, in which “the punishment wa¿ 
admirably fitted to the crime.” Presi­ 
dent Cleveland declined to enforce the 
policy and allowed outrage after outrage 
upon our fishing vessels to go unre­ 
dressed. 
He was bent on some form of 
negotiation with England, even against 
the 
express 
wish 
and 
will of 
the United States Senate, and in 
defiance of the large share in the treaty- 
making power which the constitution 
assigns to the Senate, finally without 
the consent of the Senate, and practically 
against its will, the President organized 
a commission to frame a treaty that 
should settle all the points of dispute. 
He thus gave what was never intended 
by the Constitution, a partisan side to an 
international discussion. It was never 
designed by the founders of our Govern­ 
ment that our intercourse with foreign 
nations should be conducted by Repub­ 
licans or by Democrats, or by Whies or 
by Federalists. It should be by the Na­ 
tion as a whole. 
Why should the railways of the United 
States that annually transport fifty mil­ 
lions of Canadian goods be deprived of 
their business and endure a large loss on 
account of a sudden whim of the Presi­ 
dent ? Why Bhould the transit from De­ 
troit, Buffalo and New York, over both 
American and Canadian rails, be Bus- 
pended when they have no relation what­ 
ever to the Fishery question ? Why should 
the large traffic between Quebec and 
Montreal on the one hand, and Portland 
on the other, by which Portland becomes 
the winter port of Canada, be summarily 
stopped at the caprice of the President 
because of his chagrin at the course of an 
independent, but, as he considers, re­ 
fractory Senate? 
So 
it 
is the 
design of 
the President to make 
the 
fishery 
question 
odious 
by 
embarrassing commercial relations and 
commercial exchange along 3,000 miles 
of frontier, and to inflict on American 
communities a needless and vexatiouB, 
and 
a 
perilous 
confusion 
of 
trade? 
If 
Congress 
will 
give 
him the enactments which he asks he 
will give them retaliation until they cry, 
Hold, enough,” and will allow him to 
settle the Fishery question in the precise 
manner which the Senate now contempt­ 
uously rejects, or after all but follows the 
citizen. 
Is # not the President’s position a mere 
political device to divert the attention of 
the American people from his free trade 
measure and from the Mills tariff bill ? 
Is not the bluster about the fisheries to 
be a plan of campaign for the Democratic 
mrty? Are not the permits for bravado.. 
o be issued by the political agent s* 
of the Administration marked on the 
back, 
“Good till after 
the first 
Tuesday in November?” We have our 
partisan differences at home and settle 
them on our own soil in our own way; 
but toward all the foreiga powers on the 
globe we should present one united, in­ 
divisible American republic, but this 
was not done. The treaty wa9 launched 
as a Democratic partisan measure 
rather than a patriotic American 
measure and the London papers have 
been following their usual vocation 
of eulogizing the Democracy and abusing 
the Republican party, with greatly in­ 
creased vituperation against the Repub­ 
lican party ever since it was found that 
the Senate was bent on maintaining the 
National dignity. 
It is plainly apparent from the text of 
the Constitution itself that the wise men 
who framed it intended that the ordinary 
legislative power should be committed to 
the majority, however sm all; but that 
no treaty should be framed without 
the overwhelming support of public 
opinion. 
They provided, therefore, 
that 
it 
should 
require 
in 
all 
cases two-thirds of the Senate to ratify a 
treaty. Bat despite this, the National 
Administration went ahead, regardless of 
results, and negotiated a treaty so repug­ 
nant to the American instinct of National 
self-respect that instead of a ratification 
of two-thirds of this Senate, it was abso­ 
lutely rejectjd by a majority vote. 
Wbat tben? At the first rebound the 
President has reached so far over on the 
other side that he asks authority to crip­ 
ple all our commercial relations with 
anada, from Passamaquoddy back to 
Vancouver Island. 
Having for three 
; ^ears offered to waive the rights of our 
ishermen and the National dignity at 
the same time, the President desires now 
to 
cross 
over 
to 
the 
other 
side 
of the 
question, and 
out* 
Herod Herod in his demands for redress. 
He seems eager to-day to discharge a 
whole battery of Krupp guns on the 
question, when last year a blank cart­ 
ridge from a pocket pistol wonld have 
settled the whole affair. After subjecting 
the conntry month after month to the 
humiliation of an unprecedented surren­ 
der. the President’s supporters, with the 
zeal of new converts rather than 
with the extravagant enthusiasm of 
pretenders, are now manifesting such a 


renewed and deep and keen sense of the 
wrongs we have experienced from Great 
Britain in Canada in the matter of the 
Fisheries, that they second the Presi­ 
dent’s extraordinary somersault and, in 
the slang of the Democratic heelers, they 
are “thirsting for Canadian gore.” 
The Democratic papers were but a 
short time ago telling Massachusetts and 
Maine that their coutemptible little ques­ 
tion over a few codfish on the banks of 
Newfoundland was not worth considera­ 
tion in the National Congress, and that 
if they kept on annoying the country 
about it, they would in the end drive 
Congress into giving the full markets of 
the United States to all the fishermen of 
the Dominion. 
My friends, history repeats itself, and 
let me call your attention to a remark­ 
able paarllel between the course of 
President Cleveland and the course of 
President Johnson. After he returned 
to the Democracy, in a more weighty nego­ 
tiation with England than that relating 
to the Fisheries, you will readily re­ 
member that withau understanding with 
Andrew Johnson, our Minister to Eng­ 
land, the late Revordy Johnson, negoti­ 
ated what he designed to settle the Ala­ 
bama claims. 
It was negotiated with 
Lord Clarendon, the Foreign Secretary 
of England, and is known as the 
Johnson-Clarendon treaty. It was com-* 
municated to the Senate just before the 
expiration of Johnson’s term, and the 
Senate took it under c onsideration when 
President Grant was inaugurated. It 
was rejected with emphasis and indigna­ 
tion, just as the Senate has now rejected 
the Fisheries treaty. A few monthB later 
President Grant sent to Congress a com­ 
munication on the whole subject of the 
Alabama claims. Referring to the John- 
soQ-Clarendon treaty, he used these 
mighty words, which I beg to read to 
you:Mr. Blaine here read an extract from 
President Grant’s first message on the 
Alabama claims, and continued:

The 
ornion Pardon* Resolution 
Again Called Pp. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 
25.— Jn the 
House Rogers, of Arkansas, from the 
Committee on Judiciary, reported a res­ 
olution as a substitute for the one offered 
by Dubois, of Idaho, calling on the At­ 
torney-General for information os to the 
number of convictions made for the of­ 
fences of polygamy, adultery and unlaw­ 
ful cohabitation in Utah and Idaho, and 
as to the number of pardons granted to 
persons convicted. 
Dubois, of Idaho, who originated the 
resolution, advocated its adoption, and 
disclaimed any intention, by offering the 
resolution, of reflecting upon President 
Cleveland’s action in granting pardons, 
though he regarded Executive clemency 
as encouraging violation of the law. 
Caine, of Utah, thought the original 
resolution had been offered for political 
effect, but supported the substitute for 
the reason that it would show that the 
Administration had enforced laws most 
rigidly. 
He then commented 
in 
eulogistic terms upon the industry, in­ 
telligence and ability of the Mormons in 
Utah, and declared that polvgamy was a 
dead issue and that the Mormon Church 
no longer gave permission for plural 
marriage. The applications for pardon 
which had been favorably considered by 
the President were in all cases recom­ 
mended by the United States District 
Attorney and generally by non-Mormons. 
e f f o r t s at s e l f -a d ju s t m e n t. 
lie briefly reviewed the efforts of the 
people of Utah during the last two years 
to settle the so-called Mormon question 
and to bring that much-abused Territory 
into harmony with thereat of the Nation. 
He said the Mormon community was one 
with a less percentage of foreign-born 
population than other Territories, and 
the general morality, industry, sobriety 
and thrift of the people excite the admi­ 
ration of every unprejudiced trav­ 
eler. 
He 
showed 
that 
it 
had 
proven in judicial proceedings that 
the 
Mormon 
Church 
no 
longer 
gave permission for plural marriages, and 
called attention to the fact that the Terri­ 
torial Legislature had declared in favor 
of a just, humane and impartial enforce­ 
ments of the laws of the United States, 
and had enacted most stringent marriage 
laws. He showed what a very small per 
centage of the population those who had 
been in polygamy were, and that this 
class were forever disfranchised by the 
laws of the United States; that before 
any citizen of Utah could vote he had to 
swear that he had not violated the laws 
of the United States against ' * 
xilygamy or unlawful coh 
hat they did not mean to. 
THE CRY AGAINST POLYGAMY. 
He referred to the fact that their oppo- 
uents were reluctantly compelled to 
abandon the cry against polygamv which 
had served them well in the past, and 
were now insisting that the great danger 
was the union of Church and State. The 
Mormon people are united because there 
has been, and there is, a settled purpose 
on the part of a small but persistent 
unity to deprive them of the right of local 
community self-government. 
“ I have endeavored,” said Caine, 
“ ihus briefly to show what the mono- 
gamic Mormons of Utah have done to 
place themselves and the Territory in 
accord with public sentiment and to 
solve a troublesome problem. 
Enter­ 
taining, as they do, the highest venera­ 
tion for the institutions of their country, 
as well as due respect for the opinions of 
the majority, they deliberately deter­ 
mined on the course they ought to pur­ 
sue. They put their hands to the plow; 
thev drew a furrow broad and deep; they 
will not look back.” 
‘ 
The resolution was adopted. 
LEAVES OF AB8ENCE REVOKED. 
A motion to go into committee of the 
whole on the Deficiency Appropriation 
bill disclosed the fact of no quorum. 
Sayson, of Illinois, offered a resolution 
revoking all leaves of absence except 
those granted on account of illness, this 
revocation to take effect Monday. 
A long political discussion followed, in 
which each partv endeavored to shift the 
blame for the delav in the transaction of 
business on the shoulders of the other. 
Jbinally, after being amended so as to 
direct the Sergeant-at-Arms to notify ab­ 
sentees by telegraph of the action of the 
House, the resolution was adopted.

The settlers endeavored 
to force entrance when the posse opened 
fire. R . D. Russel, one of the oldest set­ 
tlers, fell dead and two or three other

were 
wounded. The build­ 
ing was soon 
riddled 
with 
balls. 
An eye-witness,

formation, left while the conflict was still 
on. The citizens are greatly excited. 
The sheriff is gathering men to go to the 
relief of the besieged posse. I t is be­ 
lieved that the building will be burned, 
and that the dozen besieged deputies 
will be put to death before morning. 
The settlers come from the tributaries of 
the Purgatire river, from Vemijo, New 
Mexico, and also from the Costille grant 
in those mountain fastnesses.

Y e s t e r d a y . 
The Board of Public Works met at the 
City Hall yesterday morning, Captain 
Barrett in the chair. 
The following 
business was transacted: 
The City Surveyor was instructed to 
stake out the official line on Adams 
street, between Main and Grand avenue. 
Mr. Dallas, the contractor, was ordered 
to remove all obstructions from the 
street. 
It was recommended that the bid of 
Frick Bros, for laying a 22 inch pipe in 
Central avenue, from the south line of 
Eighth to the north line of Twelfth street 
be referred to the Zanja Committee for 
reconsideration, as the resolution of in­ 
tention had not been correctly worded. 
The Board recommended that the 
Clerk be instructed to publish an award 
of contract to Woodward and Crowley 
for grading Second street, from the east 
line of Alameda street to the west line of 
Santa Fe avenue, at $2.20 per lineal foot. 
The bid of A. S. Heitchew for grading 
Bernard street, from Buena Vista to 
Yale, at $1.79 per lineal foot, was recom­ 
mended for acceptance, as was also those 
of the Bituminous Lime Rock Company 
for paving Commercial street from the 
east line of Main street to the west line 
of Alameda street, at 30 cents per square 
foot and $1.20 per lineal foot for curbing; 
and of the same company for paving 
second street from the east line of Fort 
to the west line of Los Angeles, at $33¿¿ 
cents per square foot for paving and $1.20 
per lineal foot for curbing. 
It was recommended that the bid of 
Joseph Sheerer be accepted for the pav­ 
ing of First street from Fort street to the 
river at 33 cents per square foot for pav­ 
ing and $1.15 per lineal foot for curbing. 
The Superintendent of Streets was in­ 
structed not to extend the time beyond 
four months, and it was ordered that no 
white granite be used. 
The Board gave notice that hereafter 
they will reject all bids which are not 
accompanied by certified checks. 
The City Surveyor was instructed to 
look into the work being done on Kurtz 
street, against which a number of prop­ 
erty owners had entered a protest. 
C. O. Adams, the contractor on Flower 
street, complained that his work was 
kept back by delay in putting in the pipe 
line on the street. 
The Clerk was or­ 
dered to notify the contractors for the 
latter undertaking to proceed with the 
work. 
Property owners on Los Angeles street 
between 
Eleventh 
and Washington, 
asked to have that street opened between 
East Pico and Twelfth. 
It was referred 
to the City Attorney for his opinion as to 
Council’s power. 
The property owners on Seventh street 
from Pearl west 1000 feet asked that a 
sewer be constructed there. 
It was rec­ 
ommended to the Council. 
It was stated that the Electric Rail­ 
way at the northeast corner of Seventh 
and Wall is twelve inches above grade, 
and it was asked that a culvert be put 
across the street. 
Recommended to the 
Street Superintendent with instructions 
to see that the Electric Railway puts its 
track on grade. 
The Board recommended that 
the 
chain-gang be put to work at the corner 
of Cemetery avenue and First street. 
Property owners on Beaudry street be­ 
tween Diamond and 
Temple 
streets 
asked that the street be ordered graded 
from a point fifty feet south of Court 
street to the south line of Temple street, 
the rest of the street being graded.

The Board then adjourned.

Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lin in g the B ronchial Tubes, and is one o f 
th e most com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases. It Is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
the oxygenation ot th e blood, and In m any 
cases, particularly after it passes into th e 
chronic stage, th e substance of th e lungs be­ 
come» seriously Involved, giving rise to w hat 
1» very properly called Bronchial Consum ption. 
In th e acute form there is a sense of tightness 
or pressure acroBs th e chest, w ith considerable 
wheezing, severe cough and expectoration. 
This Is at first a w hite glairy m ucos, w hich 
after a tim e becomes purulent. The p atien t in 
some cases i» obliged to lit up in bed, th e op­ 
pression across tlie chest is so great, and th e 
Bkin is clam m y and prostration rapidly sets in . 
and in fatal cases there w ill be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , com a and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
the mucouB m em brane of bronchial tubes. B ut 
thiB form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles on th e lungs the disease either 
ends In bronchitis or pneum onia. If It ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in th e 
chest, and still the patient does not feel en tire­ 
ly well. 
He feels tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of tak in g his usual am ount of exercise, 
aud experiences a shortness of breath, w ith 
m ore or less w arm th in th e palm s of his hands. 
8oon after this a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
bv a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
n ig h t sweats continue, when the patien t as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B ut this is sim ply uatarih 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter stages of the disease th e m ucous 
m em brane of the larg e r bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tnbea and air cell* of th e 
lnngs the m ncous m em brane becom es con­ 
gested and inflam ed.

m ncus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es th e m nens becom es 
clear and frothy, and It is not uncom m only th e 
case th at th e patien t dies in one of these attacks
